{ive men whose business relations have made 
them thoroughly conversant with men and 
manners in the Further East, . 

Mz, 3. M. Moses, ‘of the firm of Messrs, David 
Sassoon and Company, says :—" The war, which 
has broken out between China and Japan, will 
of course affect our trade with those countries, 
while {t Insts. The peopl-'s minds will be 
engaged in the’ Issue of the conflict, and there 
will be want of confidence generally and curtail- 
ment of credit which will necessarily have an 
adverse influence on the Bombay trade, Twist 
shipments:to Japan will of course suffer, but on 
the other hand shipments of that commodity 
from Japan to China will alto be curtailed. As 
regards oplum, « large tr:de‘is belng carried ‘on 
with the coast of China fo junks. On account 
of the Japanese privateers, these craft will be 
afraid to venlure out—and again the bankers 
will withdraw thelr credits from the merchants. 
While thestate of the country continues disturbed, 
thesetwocauses will, I fear, affectihé consumption 
of foreigh oplum in China.
